GROWER'S ORGANIZATIONS 


Riverside 
Enterprise: 
There 
is 
probably no type of organization in 
the business world that has suffered 
as many abuses and has been as bad­ 
ly misunderstood as Hie association 
of growers. 
We do not refer to any 
particular exchange 
or 
association, 
but the problems facing the fruit men. 
and discussed in Riverside on Tues­ 
day, call to mind the varied careers 
of other associations of the farmers 
or fruit men of California. 
The idea of such organizations is of 
course, to simplify and improve con­ 
ditions to such an extent that the pro­ 
ducer may secure the highest price 
for the produce of his farm or orchard 
that normal conditions of supply and 
demand will justify. 
This must elim­ 
inate 
the 
feature 
of 
speculation, 1 
manipulation and -other outside 
in­ 
fluences that are continually 
being 
brought into the problem. 
We 
be­ 
lieve, however, that in the long run 
the growers will find they are better 
off by staying with their 
own 
or­ 
ganization-, and if abuses creep in,, 
work 
to 
reform 
those 
conditions; 
rather than pull away and be at cross 
purposes with themselves. 
The power of co-operation 
among 
the growers is something to be reckon­ 
ed w’i'h. 
It has been 
a 
tower 
of 
strength for good and has 
brought 
about innumerable benefits 
to 
far­ 
mers and fruit men in this sta'e. We 
have in mind a particular 
one 
of 
somewhat recent origin that has done 
wonders for the growers of lima beans 
in Southern California. 
A few years 
ago a half dozen dealers and manipu­ 
lators absolutely con-rolled the lima 
bean market of this country. 
The' 
managed to delude the farmers for I 
years into the belief that the wide 
variance of prices from one part of a 
selling season to another was brought 
about by the economic laws of supply 
and demand, and used other market 
term s that are as a rule 
only 
be­ 
fuddling to the man with the goods 
to sell. 
As a result, the price of lima 
beaus varied from two to five cents 
per pound during many seasons, ami 
the farm ers who sold cheap pocketed 
their losses and didn't realize tha' 
they were largely 
caused 
by 
the 
manipulation of buyers who held low- 
priced beans, ami after 
securing 
a 
sufficient amount 
of 
the 
product, 
forced the price up aud unloaded. 
An association 
of 
growers 
was 
formed among the bean raisers 
of 
Southern California a fe w years ago 
with un avowed purpose, not of forc­ 
ing the price up to high mark, lur to 
secure a uniform market and a fair 
price for their product, not allowing 
the m arket to fluctuate wildly. 
Since 
the organization was 
formed 
there 
has never been a single instance dur­ 
ing any season of the price of beans 
dropping below a standard set by the 
organization, and the greatest prob­ 
lem to face is to prevent the buyers 
from causing the farm ers to become 
dissatisfied by attem pting to force up 
the price above that decided upon by 
the association by causing discontent 
and, if possible, to bring about its dis- 
tion.

Yellow W riting Paper Easy on Eyes 
Oculists have often called attention 
to the fact that the eyes are easily 
fatigued by the reflection from white 
paper, especially when the surface is 
under a strong light. 
Since green is 
known to be the color most restful to 
the eyes, it is a common practice to 
use wall papers and draperies of that 
color in libraries and private studies. 
For warning paper, however, green is 
an unsatisfactory color. It Im parts a 
reddi.-Ii appearance to the w riting and 
m akes It hard to read. 
Yellow w riting paper is not open to 
the sam e objection, 
in strong day­ 
light it is softer than pure white pa­ 
lier. and In artificial light is not too 
dark. 
Black letters on a yellowish 
background show clear and 
distinct. 
Many m athem aticians use yellow pa­
